Bears don’t want to play 
Giants in New York 


Going into the season’s final game in Dallas on Sun- 
day the Bears still need to be thinking about the home- 
field advantage for the playoffs. 

But the chances of having the home field throughout 
the playoffs is slim. The Bears need to beat the Cowboys 
and have the Giants lose to Green Bay in New York. Phe 
Giants losing, of course, is highly unlikely, and that 
means they would have the home field as long as they’re 
in the playoffs. } 

The way things are now it looks like the Bears would 
play either the Rams or Giants in the NFC Championship 
game. The worst scenario would have Chicago playing the 
Giants in New York. 

But that could very well happen. As even Mike Ditka has 
said, the Giants have to be considered the top team in 
the league right now. They’ve beaten some tough teams 
on the road, including most recently, the Redskins and 
49ers. 

What makes New York the toughest team in the NFL 
now is that they’re throwing the ball well. Teams have been 
playing the Giants wrong lately. They kept thinking the key 
to stopping New York was taking away running back Joe 
Morris. And they’ve done that. Morris has been held to 
under 100 yards numerous times. But the teams haven't 
put pressure on quarterback Phil Simms. 

When you give a quarterback like Simms time to throw, 


he’ll pick you apart. Lately the Giants have beaten the 
tough teams on the strength of Simms’ arm. Opponents 
must blitz Simms so he’s not as accurate. 

The other thing that has carried the Giants is their 
defense. They run tough all over the field. 

The Bears have beat the Giants, Redskins and Rams 
in the playoffs before. But this year will be tougher, and 
it's not because the Bears have gotten worse. It’s because 
the other teams have improved. 

Look at the quarterbacks this year for the Rams and 
Redskins. Jim Everett came on in the middle of the sea- 
son for Los Angeles and rescued its passing attack. And 
Joe Schroeder has improved tremendously this year and 
is now a solid quarterback. 

But maybe now the Bears’ offense can explode going 
into the playoffs. They’ve shown some signs of it recent- 
ly, so don’t be surprised if it rises to the occasion in the 
playoffs. 

As far as the American Conference goes, anything can 
happen. No team has come out and taken control like the 
Bears and Giants have in the NFC. If no one else, you 
have to look at Denver as possibly taking contro! simply 
because they’ve played a very tough schedule. 

But no matter what happens over there, the Bears and 
Gianis should provide for most of the conversation dur- 
ing the playoffs.

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New QB doesn’t change how Bears win

PONTIAC, MI — The new guy was in at quarterback 
for most of the game, but it was the same old story as the 
Bears beat the Lions Monday night at the Silverdome, 
16-13. 

The game featured two young, star quarterbacks as 
rookie Chuck Long started for the Lions and Doug Flutie 
entered the game for the Bears with 4 minutes left in the 
first quarter after Mike Tomezak was injured. 

But it was the old stars, the Bear defense and running 
game, that were the biggest factors in Chicago’s 13th win 
of the season. 

After taking a 13-3 lead midway through the third quarter 
the Lions could only get one first down the rest of the 
game. And then the Bears rediscovered’ their running 
game. 

After Kevin Butler's 32-yard field goal brought the Bears 
to within 13-6, Chicago turned on its running game mid- 
way through the fourth quarter to tie the game at 13 on 
Matt Suhey’s 4-yard touchdown run. The Bears opened 
the drive at their own 26 with a 25-yard pass from Flutie 
to Emery Moorehead. : 

Chicago then ran the ball seven times, ending with Su- 
hey's touchdown run. The big runs were made by Neal 
Anderson (9 yards) and Payton (18 yards). 

Bears run hard at the end 

After stopping the Lions on three plays Chicago start- 
ed its last series at its own 45-yard line. Walter Payton, 
who finished with 83 yards, gained 17 yards to move the 
Bears into Lion territory. 

Seven of Chicago’s next eight plays were runs before 
Butler's 22-yard field goal attempt was good as time ran 
out to win the game for the Bears. 

“We went ahead and tried to fix something that wasn’t 
broke,” said Bears coach Mike Ditka. ‘We tried to throw 
the ball instead of run the ball. We have to learn to stay 
with it.” 

Flutie was glad to see some plays finally work at the end 
of the game. ‘We just made up our minds that we’re gon- 
na run it down their throats,”’ he said. “Earlier we were 
messing around trying a few things and we just couldn't 
do it. We finally made the commitment to the running game 
and made it work.” 

When Payton wasn’t scampering around for yards, Su- 
hey was finding quick openings up the middle, gaining 42 
yards on just 11 carries. 

Once Chicago decided to run the ball there wasn’t much 
the Lions could do. But until the Bears decided to run the 
Lions’ defense was giving them all they could handle while 
trying to pass. 

Flutie, who finished the game completing 13 of 24 pass- 
es for 130 yards, was running for his life against a very 
effective Detroit blitz. 

“They had a blitz on that we couldn't handle on the 
backside,’’ Ditka said. “‘That’s what was causing the pres- 
sure on Doug. Once they found out we were having a hard 
time picking up the weakside they just kept coming.” 

Noise causes problems for Flutie 

The other major problem Flutie faced was trying to call 
audibles over the crowd noise, which became the most 
difficult after the Lions opened up their 10-point lead. 

‘He was trying to audible the plays but nobody could 
hear the audible,” Ditka said. ‘‘That’s the problem. He’s 
back there by himself. He was trying to do the right things 
out there but sometimes nobody else knew the play.”’ 

The Lions took an early 3-0 lead in the first quarter on 
a 52-yard field goal by Eddie Murray. The kick was set up 
by a 30-yard pass from Long to Jimmie Giles. 

Flutie entered the game on the next séries for Tomc- 
zak. Tomezak suffered a deep bruise on his right leg when 
he was sacked on the last play of the Bears’ previous ser- 
ies. That's the same leg Tomcezak broke when he played 
at Ohio State. He didn’t return to the game. 

On his first series Flutie drove the Bears 47 yards in 12 
plays to the Lions’ 24-yard line. Butler then came in to kick 
a 41-yard field goal to tie the game at 3. 

A decision by Ditka toward the end of the half helped 
the Lions to a go-ahead field goal. The Bears faced a 4th 
and 6 from the Detroit 35 when Ditka decided to go for 
the first down instead of the field goal with less than two 
minutes left. Flutie was sacked for a loss of four yards on 
the play and Detroit took over. 

“| was just seeing if our defense could hold them,’’ Dit- 
ka said. ‘| didn’t think we were gonna make the first 
down.” 

Ditka was right about that but wrong about the defense 
stopping the Lions. 

Long connects with Thompson 

A 24-yard pass from Long to Leonard Thompson, in for 
the injured Jeff Chadwick, moved Detroit into field goal 
position with 43 seconds left. The Lions moved to the 
Bears’ 9-yard line when Richard Dent sacked Long for a

If the Bears knew what they know now about Neal An- 
derson, the scene on draft day last April would have been 
far different. > 

**You will love the way this kid runs,’’ coach Mike Ditka 
said that day. 

“A class kid,’’ personnel director Bill Tobin said. 

They should have brought special teams coach Steve 
Kazor into the room. 

Anderson was Florida’s all-time leading rusher. A good- 
sized back with speed, Anderson’s running style was 
described as slashing. 

He played in the same backfield as John L. Williams, 
a big fullback chosen by the Seattle Seahawks ahead of 
Anderson because of his blocking ability. 

Anderson's catching ability was described as average. 
“Not great hands,” said the reports. Anderson later point- 
ed out he caught everything thrown his way, which is all 
anyone has a right to expect. 

What nobody knew is that Anderson was a special 
teams star in disguise. 

Kazor would have said: 

“We know this guy is a great running back, and may 
someday beat out Thomas Sanders and Walter Payton. 

“But we took him because you should see him cover 

punts.” 
__ No draft report card included Anderson's special abili- 
ties, because he never had played on special teams be- 
fore. Just because an athlete can run fast and hit hard 
. doesn’t mean he will run fast and hit hard on special 
teams. 


Anderson is glamorous on special teams 

Covering punts and kickoffs is not-the life’s dream of 
every American kid, especially if that kid is the all-time 
leading rusher at the University of Florida. Anderson was 
a glamor player, not a kamikaze candidate. 

But what do we have here? 

Against the Tampa Bay Buccaneers two games ago, An- 
derson was credited for five solo tackles and one assist 
on kickoff and punt coverage. That is an astonishing 
number. 

Only four other special teams players had made more 
than six total tackles all season. 

“It’s incredible,”’ Ditka said. ‘‘You know he’s fast, but 
to go down and hit people. . .he’s shocking some people 
with his blocks and tackles. He nails them.” 

Besides covering punts and kickoffs, Anderson is on the 


kickoff return team and was only recently taken off the punt 
return team. 

On the kickoff return team, he is not a deep back, 
although Ditka is quick to point out he could be. Kazor has 
him blocking. 

‘Some people had questioned his blocking ability, but 
other teams have had to make changes on kickoff returns 
because people have limped off the field after he blocked 
them,”’ Kazor said. 

“Initially, it was his toughness on the kickoff returns, 
when he annihilated some people, that got me thinking.’’- 

Soon, Anderson was asked to cover both kickoffs and 
punts.

Young is the Seattle Seahawks’ special teams star who 
was the American Football Conference special teams 
representative to the Pro Bowl in 1984 and 1985. The Pro 
Bowl started recognizing the special teams category in 
1984 when they added a cover man to the return man,

Against the Bucs, Anderson covered two 52-yard punts 
by Maury Buford for minus 2 yards and zero yards. His 
effort enabled Buford to shoot from sixth to fourth in the 
NFC in net punting average. And it sent the Bears into 
the league lead in punt return yardage allowed — only 93 
yards in 14 games. 

“| guarantee there is nobody better in the league,’ Dit- 


ka said. ‘‘Some players have reputations as great special 
team players, but nobody can do what he can do.” 

It is unusual for running backs who are No. 7 draft 
choices to play such a huge role on special teams. It is 
unusual for a team to have the luxury -of talent to allow 
its No. 1 draft choice running back to play such a role. 

Walter Payton led the league in kickoff returns as a 
rookie in 1975. That was the same year that Ditka coached 
rookies Randy White (another No. 1) and Thomas Hen- 
derson on the special teams of the Dallas Cowboys. 

“They didn’t make as many plays as this guy makes,”’ 
Ditka said.“Besides, they were defensive players. They 

* weren't offensive halfbacks.”’ 


Anderson loves hitting people 

Defensive players are expected to run and block and 
hit. Offensive halfbacks are expected to watch. Not An- 
derson. 

“One of the reasons | excel on special teams is | love 
the contact,’’ Anderson said. 

Currently, Ditka is losing sleep over how to get Ander- 
son into the game more in running situations. He is trying 
to use him in the same backfield with Payton on occasion. 

“| am convinced now he could also play wide receiver, 
no doubt about it,” Ditka said. 

Had Anderson reported to-training camp earlier than he 
did, Ditka had planned to give him a look at wide receiver 
despite the so-so scouting reports about his receiving 
ability. 

Look for more of this possibility next training camp. An- 
derson looks too good to use mainly on fourth down. Dit- 
ka loves to play his young draft choices and he especially 
loves the ones who are eager. . 

Anderson walked into Ditka’s office a fey weeks ago 
for a heart-to-heart discussion about his immediate future. 

“| just wanted to know out of curiosity if there was any- 
thing | could be doing better or could improve on, if there 
was. anything | need to work on,”’ Anderson said. 

And Ditka’s reaction? 

“| tried to be as honest as | could,’’ Ditka said. *'! told 
him he would fit in piece by piece, that we were not going 
to replace Walter. | told him we need him on special teams. 
| don’t know if he was overjoyed.” 

“Basically, | was doing everything they expected and 
doing it well. It is just a matter of being patient and wait- 
ing my opportunity. Other peopie are doing weil also.” 

If he’s not, he doesn’t let it show.

Coach Mike Ditka named Mike Tomczak his starting 
quarterback for the Lions game last Wednesday, but he’s 
still keeping the door open, at least publicly, about who 
his starter will be for the playoffs. 

In fact, Ditka hasn’t even ruled out the possibility that 
he'll still be switching quarterbacks in the playoffs. ‘‘! just 
think it’s the most over-rated thing I've seen, that only one 
guy can take the snaps and hand it off to the halfback and 
throw it downfield,’ Ditka said. ‘‘l think we have a lot of 
guys who can do that. Heck, one year we had six differ- 
ent ones (Jim McMahon, Bob Avellini, Rusty Lisch, Steve 
Fuller, Greg Landry and Walter Payton) and came within 
a game of getting in the Super Bowl.” 

Ditka may only announce what he’s going to do a few 
days ahead of time, but history shows he often knows more 
than he’s willing to tell.

The week before the Tampa Bay game two weeks ago 
Ditka first said Doug Flutie would play in the game but he 
didn't know how much. 

After the game he said he knew two weeks before the 
game that Flutie would play in it. 

And Ditka has dropped other hints along the way that 
Flutie may start in the playoffs. When asked about Tomc- 
zak’s interception and fumble in the first half of the Tam- 


pa Bay game Ditka said, ‘‘If those things continue to 


happen then you can’t start, period.” 

Then when asked if Flutie will start against Dallas next 
week Ditka said, ‘‘It’s a possibility. That’s called stirring 
the kettle.” 

So does Ditka already know who'll start in the playoffs 
and have that quarterback’s road to the starting spot al- 
ready mapped out? It’s possible, but only Ditka knows for 
sure. 

The Bears’ quarterback situation is similar to the one 
the Cowboys were in in 1971 when Craig Morton and 

. Roger Staubach battled for the starting spot. 

Ditka was a tight end for the Cowboys that year and said 
the constant change in quarterbacks didn’t bother him. 

“It didn’t matter to me. Neither of them threw it to me,”’ 
he said. 

But another tight end, the Bears’ Emery Moorehead, 
says changing quarterbacks makes things hard on the 
receivers. 

“It's tough because different quarterbacks have differ- 
ent personalities and like to throw to different receivers,” 
he said. “They throw the ball differently. You need con- 
tinuity at that position. But evidently we're going to be play- 
ing with a different quarterback so everyone just has to 
adjust.” 

Moorehead said what he thinks doesn’t matter because 
he’s not the coach, but ‘‘I think everyone would like it to 
be a lot more stable because it’s such a vital position on 
offense.” 

GOING INTO THE last game of the year Moorehead 
believes the Bears need to cut down on turnovers as the 
playoffs approach. 

“On offense we have to keep our turnovers down and 
we have to start producing more points,’”’ he said. ‘‘Our 
defense has been giving us the ball and we have in turn 
given the other team the ball back.” 

The Bears won't want to do that a lot when they start 
going against the top teams in the conference. ‘‘I think 
everyone realizes now that it’s time to gear up for the 
playoffs,’ Moorehead said. “‘We’ve just been getting our- 
selves in a position to be ready for the playoffs.”’ 

eAFTER RETURNING DEC. 11,from New York, where 
he was inducted into the College Football Hail of Fame, 
Ditka said he now knows the Giants are the top team in 
the league. 

“Without question they're the best team. I’m thorough- 
ly convinced now after hearing all the people in New York,” 
Ditka said. So will Ditka have the Bears just roll over for 
the Giants? “Either that or forfeit,” he said. 

Ditka was one of 11 players to be inducted at the 29th 
annual awards banquet. Former Bears coach Jack Pardee, 
named two weeks ago as head coach at Houston, also 


was inducted. 

Ditka played end on offense and defense and also punt- 
ed for Pitt. 

eLOOKING AT THE GIANTS seriously, Ditka thinks 
they are the top team in the conference right now. — 

“With the games they've won and the schedule they've 
played there's no question that they're the strongest team 
in the NFC right now,” he said. ‘‘Two weeks or three 
weeks from now | don’t know if they will be.” 

The Giants played St. Louis last week and play the Pack- 
ers in the last game of the season, so their schedule has 
eased up now. But Ditka doesn’t think that means the Gi- 
ants can rest. 

“You can’t look at it as being easy,”’ he said. ‘| haven't 
seen an easy one in the NFL yet. But they’ve had their 
sharé of tough ones already.” 

eCHICAGO’S INJURY LIST looked very strange going | 
into the Lions’ game. No one was listed on it. The only 
injury the Bears had was Kurt Becker's broken rib. But _ 
Ditka said that wasn’t going to stop him and he’d play, 
against the Lions. 

eTHE BEARS WILL HEAD to Suwanee, Ga. to prac- 
tice at the Falcons’ training facility before their first playoff 


.game. 


Ditka said the Bears would leave Dec. 29 if they play 
the divisional playoff game on Jan. 3, and leave Dec. 30 
if they play Jan. 4. 

The Bears have used Atlanta’s facilities the last two 
years during the playoffs. 

eDITKA ISN’T WORRIED about Jim McMahon re- 
habilitating himself after his shoulder surgery last Friday. 
Ditka believes McMahon will do whatever is necessary to 
make sure his shoulder is ready for next season. 

“I'm totally convinced (he’ll work hard),”* Ditka said. “‘! 
think he’s looking at things in a totally different light than 
six months ago.” 

eDITKA HAD SOME interesting statistics he received 
last week from Dick Vermeil, who was in Lake Forest for 
the NFL Today show. 

Ditka said this year teams that rush the ball over 40 
times in a game have won 96 percent of the time. Teams 
that pass for over 300 yards in a game lose 71 percent 
of the time, and teams that pass for over 400 yards win 
51 percent of the time. 

eTHE BEARS AGREED last week to pay former defen- 
sive tackle Brad Shearer $350,000 to settle his lawsuit al- 
leging the Bears failed to give him adequate care for a 
knee injury he suffered. 

The trial was scheduled to begin last Monday, but at- 
torneys for both sides agreed to a settlement a week 
earlier. 

Shearer won the 1977 Outland Trophy while playing for 
the University of Texas and played for the Bears from 1978 
to 1981.

Dallas Cowboys head coach Tom Landry has had many 
memorable seasons during his 27-year tenure at the helm 
of America’s team, but 1986 won’t be one of them. 

Landry is the third winningest coach in the history of 
the NFL. He has led his team into the playoffs 19 times 
and to the Super Bowl on five occasions. But the glory 
days have disappeared in recent seasons. 

Since appearing in the 1982 NFC Championship game, 
the Cowboys have only made it into the playoffs two times 
(1983 and 1985.) Both times they lost their opening game. 
This year, with two weeks left in the regular season, the 

-Cowboys'’ playoff hopes were all but extinct. There was 
_a chance the Cowboys wouldn’t even finish .500 this 
season. 

“Italked to Coach Landry last week. It’s been a hard 
year for him,’ says Bears head coach Mike Ditka, a form- 
er Landry assistant coach and player. ‘‘Everybody had 
great expectations and things haven’t worked out.” 

The Cowboys started off the ’86 campaign in great form. 
They were 6-2 at the midway point of the season, and had 
recorded impressive victories over the Giants and Red- 
skins. When they destroyed Washington 30-6 on October 
12, it appeared a playoff spot was a lock. 

But beginning with week nine, the roof started to cave 
in. During a 17-14 loss to the Giants, starting quarterback

Danny White sustained a broken wrist. The Cowboys 
dropped four of their next five games. The only victory 
came against the hapless San Diego Chargers. 

Landry saw the handwriting on the wall following the 
41-14 loss to the Redskins at RFK Stadium on November 
23. 

“The first game (in Dallas), we made all the big plays 
and they didn’t make any. Today, they made all the big 
plays and we didn’t make any. You don’t get over games 
like this by tomorrow. This wasn’t a fluke. It shows you 
you're not as strong as you thought you were,”’ Landry 
said. 

White’s absence has hurt 

It's hard to point the finger at one area or one player 
as the major reason for the Cowboys’ collapse during the 
past few weeks.

He has been replaced with three-year vete- 
ran Steve Pelluer, the club’s fifth-round draft choice out 
of Washington in 1984.

He has made numerous mistakes and has* 
been throwing interceptions in bunches. Through 14 
weeks, his 67.9 quarterback rating was the third worst in 
the NFC. Pelluer had thrown only 5 touchdown passes 
while having 14 picked off.

The running game also has gone downhill in recent 
weeks. Early in the season, newcomer Herschel Walker 
and 10-year veteran Tony Dorsett were setting the league 
on fire. Many journalists called them the most dominat- 
ing backfield in recent memory. But current statistics tell 
another story. 

In an embarrassing 31-14 loss to the Seahawks on 
Thanksgiving Day, Dorsett was held to 21 yards, while 
Walker had 32. The following week, against the Rams, 
Dorsett had 36 while Walker finished with 33. Through 14 
games, Dorsett ranked 12th in the conference with 634

yards, while Walker was 14th with 612 rushing yards. As 
a team, the Cowboys ranked only 7th in the NFC, averag- 
ing 119 yards per game. 

Walker talking about retirement 

To make matters worse, Walker, who looked like a Halll 
of Fame candidate in October, started talking about early 
retirement. 

“I'm serious. There’s a chance | won't be back next 
year,” said the 24-year old millionaire. “When | get bored 
with something, it’s time to move on, Sometimes you get 
bored with things. so I’m going to take pro football one 
step at a time and try to see how much longer ! would like 
to play.” 

The situation hasn’t been much better for the Cowboys 
on defense. Through 14 games, they ranked 6th in the 
conference. The unit was first against the pass, allowing 
an average of 171 yards per game. But the Cowboys rank 
12th against the rush, letting up 139 yards per contest. 

Defensive lapses were evident throughout the loss to 
the Seahawks. Seattle racked up 415 yards, 201 on the 
ground, and 214 through the air. 

““We just couldn’t stop them. They scored so easily with 
17 points there in the second quarter,” said Landry. “We 
couldn’t stop their passing in the second quarter, and we 
couldn't stop their running in the second half. You can’t 
win against good teams if you can’t stop their running and 
passing.” 

One strength of the Cowboy defense has been the pass 
rush. The unit had recorded 45 sacks through 14 games, 
and that also helped set up 13 interceptions. Defensive 
end Jim Jeffcoat leads the sack brigade with 10.5 while 
free safety Michael Downs is the top interceptor with 5. 
Linebacker Eugene Lockhart is the unit's leading tackler 
with 100. 

Special teams have also been a sore point for Ameri- 
ca’s team. Placekicker Rafael Septien has been in a slump 
for weeks. During a three-game stretch, he missed on five 
of eight field goal attempts, including one from 33 yards 
out and another from 28. For the season, he has connect- 
ed on 14 or 20, and has scored 81 total points. 

Punter Mike Saxon ranks 9th in the NFC with a 40.9 
average. Kickoff returner Robert Lavette is averaging only 
18.9 per return, while punt retum specialist Gordon Banks 
is averaging a.dismal 6.4.

After Jim McMahon was declared out for the season, 
Bear fans reacted as though they had lost more than a 
quarterback. Not that a quarterback isn’t important, but 
as center Jay Hilgenberg said, “‘We've played without him 
most of the season." And not much worse than when 
they’d played with him. 

The Bears have Nad trouble scoring for more reasons 
than the quarterback. Even when they blew out Tampa 
Bay 48-14, they had to get inside the 20-yard line four times 
to score their first two touchdowns. 

All along, there has been the suspicion that McMahon's 
will alone would have kept that sort of blundering from hap- 
pening. 


Without McMahon, offensive coordinator Ed Hughes 
said, ‘The main thing you've got to overcome is his great 
leadership. It’s that, more than this arm.” 

How do you overcome that void? ‘The other people in 
the huddle have to have confidence in the guy calling the 
game,” Hughes said. He says that’s the responsibility of 
the other 10 players, not fill-in Mike Tomezak. ‘“He’s 
proven he’s going to be giving 110 percent.” 

It's also coach Mike Ditka’s responsibility. Ditka hasn't 
exactly given Tomezak a 100 percent endorsement in con-

fidence, let alone the overflowing cup of 110 percent that 
athletes discuss so blithely. After the rout of Tampa Bay, 
Ditka coyly said he knew his playoff plans for quarterbacks, 
but he was keeping them a secret. 

If those plans are to stick with Tomczak, he should stop 
the speculation otherwise. And the doubting. 

If Mike Tomezak is the quarterback to live or die with, 
his teammates deserve to know that. If they’re not told so, 
it’s natural to assume he is just keeping the job warm while 
Doug Flutie climbs onto that white horse McMahon was 
going to ride to the rescue. 

if that happens, the benefits of job competition are out- 
weighed by the disadvantages of uncertainty. Several play- 
ers said the one good thing about McMahon's status 
becoming definite was that Tomczak could proceed 
without fear of mistakes. 


“| like to think if I’m going to make a mistake, I’m not 


going to be pulled right away,”’ Tomczak said the week 
McMahon's shoulder surgery was announced. “‘I like to 
think he’s going to have confidence to come back with me 
and give me a full shake, and | think he’s going to do that.”’ 

Ditka’s other responsibility is to establish the character 
of the offense, which isn’t going to light up the sky or the 
scoreboard against the top defenses in the playoffs. He 
started doing that in the 13-10 victory over Pittsburgh, the 
first week McMahon was on injured reserved. 

The Bears’ offense is a hammer, not a blade. For the 
Bears’ offense, the shortest distance between two points 
is a fired-up line with Walter Payton battering behind it. 


Telephone line has helped Ditka 

Sometimes Ditka forgets that. Which is why the Bears’ 
telephone line will be almost as important as their offen- 
sive line. 

The telephone line connects the coaches on the side- 
line with receivers coach Greg Landry in the upstairs box. 
Landry has a better view of the game. If a play doesn’t 
work in the first quarter, he can tell Ditka why. If the 
problem is solvable, he can tell him it’s worth trying again. 
lf Ditka forgets, he can remind him.

Pittsburgh game in the fourth quarter. ‘‘We got a couple 
big plays out of it. That came from upstairs.”’ 

The main thing an upstairs coach can do is reassure 
the play-calling coach thata failed play still looks promis- 
ing. “‘If a play doesn’t work,”’ Hughes says, ‘‘you’re afraid 
to go back to it. So you start reaching around until you 
find something that does work." 

For the Bears, who make basic plays work best, that 

searching around is usually futile, even if the defense is 
playing eight-man fronts to stop the run. “‘We’ve run the 
ball pretty well against eight-man fronts,”’ guard Tom Thay- 
er says. 
“Greg gave me some good ideas,” Ditka said after the 
Pittsburgh game, when he began wearing a headset for 
better communication upstairs. ‘He said, ‘Stay with this. 
Stay with that. Don’t go away from that play even though 
it didn’t work.’ 

“Those things help because | never know what hap- 
pened at the point of attack. When we ran a play that didn’t 
work, he said, ‘The guard missed the block. Don’t worry 
about it. Come back to it.’ We did and it worked.”’ 

Ditka, by his own admission, is something of a mad 
scientist when it comes to play-calling. It’s a mixed bless- 
ing. He wouldn’t have the problem if he were not crea- 
tive. But sometimes his creativity gets in the way of 
practicality. He wants to try lots of plays instead of pound- 
ing the defense with his best ones. 


San Francisco coach Bill Walsh has the same problem. — 


That’s why he scripts his first 20 plays or so. peclore the 
game starts. 


Bears need Payton in the game 

Ditka’s creativity has paid dividends when he put reserve 
halfbacks Thomas Sanders and Neal Anderson in the 
game with Payton at fullback. Besides running well, the 
back-ups have provided a speed threat that kept defenses 
from stacking up Payton’s inside running lanes. 

But sometimes Ditka’s experiments go haywire. When 
he leaves Payton out of the formula, it’s like having Loni 
Anderson model ski jackets. He’s wasting the NFL’s best 
running back.

With the Bears’ defense, the running game can afford 
to spin its wheels for the whole first half, wearing down 
opponents for a second-half romp. That defense held five 
of its first 14 opponents without an offensive touchdown. 
After the opener, only one of 13 teams scored more than 
one offensive touchdown. 

The Bears need to pass, too. Defenses aren’t stupid. 
Payton might be able to carry the Bears, but he can’t car- 
ry 11 tacklers. 

They even can use some trick plays. But they don’t need 
a lot of variety to win. ‘‘The basics have always done it 
for us,’’ Tomezak says. And anything that makes a young 
quarterback’s job easier is a good idea for that reason 
alone. 

This is not the first time the Bears have had to win 
without McMahon. When they lost him last year, then-

Detroit opened up a 13-3 lead midway through the third 
quarter after a Chicago fumble. The Bears took over on 
their own 1-yard line following a 60-yard punt by Detroit’s 
Jim Arnold. Flutie and Payton then muffed a handoff and 
Demetrious Johnson recovered at the 4 for Detroit. Long 
then hit Thompson on the next play for a touchdown pass. 

Chicago fumbled the ball four times in the quarter, los- 
ing the ball three times. Flutie fumbled it twice himself and 
hit Payton high with the handoff for another fumble.

McMahon recovering 


from surgery 


After operating on Bear quarterback Jim McMahon's 
shoulder for two hours Friday Dr. Frank Jobe believes 
McMahon should be able to throw hard again by July. 

Jobe said it will be until then before it is known whether 
the surgery was successful. ’ 

McMahon is expected to remain in Los Angeles until 
Monday so that Jobe can monitor him for any postopera- 
tive infection. 

While he’s in Los Angeles McMahon's shoulder will be 
in a splint to hold the arm in a partial throwing position. 

Jobe, the Los Angeles Dodgers’ team physician, said 
McMahon will have to rehabilitate for three months before 
he is able to do even light throwing. 

Jobe was able to work on the small tear in McMahon's 
rotator cuff by trimming it instead of making an incision 
to repair the muscle, making the recovery much easier. 

Jobe said that while working on the shoulder he found 
it to be unstable because the ball was slipping out of the 


socket. Jobe treated it by making an incision and recon- _ 
suoacuny wre wore or inie srudai T. 


Jobe said he believed the injury occurred in the first 
game this season against Cleveland, when McMahon 
suffered a separated shoulder.
